PENNSFLVANLl 
LEGISLATURE. 


House of Representatives—Feb. 26. 
Mr. Lehman, from the committee 


on inland navigation and internal im- 
provement, to whom were referred the 
various documents relative to rail roads 
and canals, made 


REPORT: 


That- the time has now arrived when 


the great work of internal communica- 
tion has become acceptable to the in- 
terest of all classes of the community, 
and has far advanced towards comple- 
tion, and the benefits it will confer are 
so generally admitted, that arguments 
in favor of its policy are now superfluous. 


Pennsylvania gave birth to the turn- 


pike and canal system in America, and 
she now perceives the policy of spread- 
ing-, by means of canals and rail roads, 
the basis of strength, and unfolding her 
immense capability of improvement. 
It may be said that our whole country, 
under the powerful stimulus of free in- 
stitutions, exhibits the spectacle of 
twenty four states striving to augment 
the mass of industry, wealth and popu- 
lation, and to preserve for their own 
benefit the largest share of the trade 
which springs from such increased 
prosperity. Amongihc Allan tic states 
the maxim is now adopted that not only 
manufactures and agriculture, but a 
seaport with an extended home and for- 
eign irade, are among ihe elements of 
prosperity. 
The struggle far com- 


merce kindles a noble spirit of industry 
and emulation—awakens genius—and, 
by calling forth all the resources of the 
Stales, gives strength and greatness to 
the whole confederacy.

It is proposed in the bill annexed to 


this report, to vest some discretionary 
powers in the commissioners, so far as 
respects the railroads and canals, which 
are authorised to be put under con- 
tract. 
No maxim of prudence or econ- 


omy, is thought, will be violated, if it 
is left to th'eir discretion and responsi- 
bility, to advance at such places and 
with as much speed as is compatible 
with the means within their control, the 
interest of the commonwealth and the 
restrictions of the law. It is presu- 
med, that no difference of opinion will 
now exist in relation to the policy and 
the true economy of bringing to a spee- 
dy completion the line between the 
Delaware and the Ohio, and also the 
branches on the Susquehanna and the 
Delaware. 
All this has been promised 


by the law ; and upon the faith of the 
law, enterprising citizens in every di- 
rection, have made arrangements and 
entered into contracts, with a view of 
participating in ihe advantages which 
such improvements never fail to confer 
upon an industrious population. So 
far as respects the great work alluded to 
it may be said, that its construction is 
the settled policy of the state, and what 
remains for the present and future leg- 
islatures, is to secure a careful superin- 
tendance and an economical expendi- 
ture of the public money. 


In addition to the improvements re- 


cognised by existing laws as part of the 
Pennsylvania system, the committee 
have made provisions for advancing 
with all practicable speed towards the 
great canal of the state of Ohio, and al- 
so towards lake Erie. The completion 
of these works is deemed essential to 
the full usefulness and grandeur of the 
cheme oi-improvement. The impor- 
:ance of connecting lake Erie with the 
Delaware, is illustrated by the rapid in- 
crease of the commerce of our inland 
.seas. A few years ago ten vessels were 
sufficient for the trade of lake Erie, and 
now there are seven large steaiii boats 
and upwards of one hundred coasting 
vessels. They have also directed ac- 
tive operations to be commenced upon 
the Monongahela; and if practicable, 
upon the rail road between Columbia 
and York, and also between Harris- 
burg,, Carlisle and Chambersburg.— 
These improvements, it is belie\ ed, \\ ill 
be productive in the shape of toils, and 
are due to the wishes and interest of 
the fertile counties on the southern bor- 
der. 
In the bill the committee have 


made provisions for examinations and 
estimates, with a view of connecting 
the canal with the river, both at Derrs- 
town. on the West Branch, and at Har- 
risburgon the Susquehanna. 


In framing- the bill, the committee 


have adopted the principle of accom- 
modating all the districts of the state 
as early as possible. The result may 
be, that the state will receive tolls at a 
later period, from some parts of the 
line of communication; but it is obvi- 
ous, that from other parts the receipt of 
tails will be earlier. 


The opinion has been advanced, that 


all the energies of the state ought, in 
policy, to be concentrated to the main 
route between the Delaware and the O- 
hio, and that thereby it may the more 
speedily be brought to completion.— 
This, however, -would infringe the prin- 
ciple of mutual accommodation, which 
has received tijc legislative sanction, 
and is now regarded as essential to the 
preservation of the public faith. It is 
also believed thai active operatio?is 
maybe carried on in many parts of the

plisliment of the main line. Experi- 
ence 2ias proved, thai in every district 
laborers may be found who -will work 
in their o^n neighborhood, bul will nol 
travel to a great distance from their 
homes.

The cost of the work cannot ultimately 
be any burden upon the finances of the 
state, as the income to be derived will 
reimburse the expense.

in relation to the soil and mineral rich 
es of Pennsylvania, concur to provi 
that the expenditures to be made will hi 
a judicioub investment. 
The work wil 


pay for itself, 
it is not necessary to re 


peat arguments which have heietoforc 
convinced the understandings of the 
people and of their representatives.— 
Some interest, however, may be exci 
ted, by facts recently-ascertained in oui 
own country, on which a juclgmen 
can be formed of the amount of income 
to be derived from tolls. The commit- 
tee are aware that the vast sums invest- 
ed in turnpike stock have been unpro- 
ductive, and that the receipts generally 
have been consumed by repairs. Such 
however, will not be the result of the 
canal system. 


The tonnage conveyed on the Schuyl- 


kill canal, within the last year, was 
105,463 tons, and the tolls and watei 
rents amounted to nearly 100,000 dol- 
lars.

work has but recently 


been finished, and the result has been 
thus encouraging, although its benefi- 
cial influence upon the productive in- 
dustry of the country, is as yet felt in a 
very imperfect degree. 
The Union 


Canal is also full oi" promise, though it 
will not be completed until the ensuing 
spring. 
The delay may be ascribed to 


the difficulty of carrying canals across 
a dividing ridge, a difficulty which no 
where exists on the line of the Pennsyl- 
vania canal. An imperfect navigation, 
however, existed for a few months du- 
ring the last year, and such is the crea- 
tive power of a cans! upon our industri- 
ous population Scfine country, that with 
afew boats 13,000 tons were passed,and 
the tolls paid amounted to g26,000. 
The Lehigh navigation was interrupt- 
ed during a great part of the past sea- 
son, by the construction of works for 
securing an ascending navigation ; the 
company, however, were 
bring" from the mines 3: 
coal. 
The Erie and Champlain canals 


have been finished but a short time, and 
the lolls paid into the New York trea- 
sury, already amount to more than three 
millions of dollars. Last year there 
was a failure of the crop of wheat, which 
forms the great staple of that stale; the 
tolls nevertheless were g833,000. This 
sum with a sufficient permanent allow- 
ance tor superintendance and repairs, 
is adequate to paying the interest on 
the cost of the works, and leaves a large 
sum to be applied to the extinction of 
the debt. 


If such are the happy results of the 


works of improvement above alluded 
to, what may not reasonably be expect- 
ed after the completion of the Pennsyl- 
vania canal ? Wheat will be as abun- 
dantly raised in our state as in New

New York, at 82,400,000. Governor 
Clinton in his last official message re- 
marks, that New York is compelled to 
resort to the coal of Pennsylvania; and 
he says the quantity which will be want- 
ed for that state, is estimated at two 
millions of tons. It has now become 
obvious that coal will constitute the 
chief article of fuel, nol only in the city 
and .stale of New York, but'in many 
parts of all the states on the seaboard. 
Coal has become an object of vast na- 
tional importance, and it will soon be 
a part of the public policy of-many 
states of the Union, to facilitate the" 
means of procuring it from the mines 
of Pennsylvania. The legislature of 
Delaware but a few days ago incorpo- 
rated a company for the object, as sta- 
ted in the law, "to furnish a cheap sup-: 
ply of mineral coal to the manufactu- 
rers and people of this slate/to be'de- 
rived from the immense stores of "this 
valuable material which abound in,the 
neighboring state' of Pennsylvania." 
Our state may proudly say, that the 
bounty of nature has* made her moun- 
tains the grand repository of this pre- 
cious mineral, and also" of iron ; and ev- 
ry ton which is extracted-from the 
mines will be tributary to her wealth 
and greatness, and will aid in making1 


the Pennsylvania canal more produc- 
tive in tolls, than any other canal inthe 
United States. 


The committee would dwell with em- 


phasis upon'the foregoing considera- 
tions, because they show the revenue 
the canals will produce, and the secu- 
rity the public creditor will have, that 
his interest will be paid and his capital 
refunded, and the right Pennsylvania" 
has to expect the loan will be~< taken 
either at home or abroad upon favora- 
ble terms.

Our riches in the products 
of the soil and mines, and in the acqui- 
sitions of personal property, are almost 
untouched for state pui poses. Practi- 
cal schemes of finance can never be 
wanting, and the public faith will be 
hedged to establish sufficient revenue. 
The ability and patriolism'of thepeo- 
)le no man can doubt, and a wise gov- 
ernment will never sacrifice its charac- 
ter for punctuality and good faith.

We maintain then, that the people 
had an unquestionable right, in this 
as well as in" other modes, to express 
their opinions of the measures of the 
general government, and to seek, lby 
addresses, petitions or remonstrances,' 
to obtain a redress of their grievances, 
and relief from their sufferings. 
* If there was no constitutional objec- 
tion to thismode of proceeding,it will be 
readily admitted that it was in all res- 
pects the most eligible. In the state of 
distress and danger which then oppres- 
sed all hearts, it was to be apprehen- 
ded, as before suggested, that large and 
frequent assemblies of the people might 
lead to measures inconsistent with the 
peace and order of the community.

WiSHisB-roy, March 3d, 1829.

I herewith transmit a copy of the in- 


structions prepared by the Secretary of 
State, and furnished to the Ministers 
of the United States, appointed to at- 
tend at the assembly of the American 
Plenipotentiaries, first held at Panama, 
and then transferred to Tacubaya.—> 
The occasion upon which they were 
given has passed away, and there is no 
present probability of the revival of 
these negotiations; but the purposes 
for_svhich they were intended are still 
of the deepest interest to our country 
and to the world, and may hereafter 
call again for the active efforts and 
beneficent energies of the Government 
of the United States. 
The motives for 


holding them from general publication 
have ceased, justice to the government 
from which they emanated, and to 
the People for whose benefit it was in- 
stituted, require that they should be 
made known. 
With this view, and 


from the consideration that the subjects 
embraced by these instructions must 
probably engage, hereafter, the delibe- 
rations of our successors, I deem it 
proper to make this communication to 
both Houses of Congress. 
One copy 


only'of the instructions being prepared, 
I send it to the Senate, requesting that 
it may be transmitted also to the House 
of Representatives.

juay be accomplished, and the public 
engagements be met, and the high 
chancier of Pennsylvania for good faith 
be maintained, without additional tax- 


• ation, and with the certainty that what- 
ever is regarded as odious in our finan- 
cial system, may soon be expunged. 


It is believed that the sale of water 


power along the line of canal will soon 
become a financial resource of some im- 
portance, 8c that legal provisions ought 
to be made for the accomplishment of 
this object. 
This, with other interest- 


ing 'matters under consideration, and 
embracing some objects of improve- 
ment,* will constitute the subject of an- 
other report. 


In conclusion, the committee will re- 


mark, that the genius of William Penn 
recognised the 
policy of navigable 


communications in Pennsylvania more 
than half a century before a canal was 
constructed in his native country ; and 
our predecessors, the inhabitants of the 
land which he planted, were the first a- 
mong the members of the American 
family who run a level or measured wa- 
ters with a view to canal navigation. 
Ithas-now become our imperative obli- 
gation to keep pace with the march of 
.human improvement. All the states a- 
roiind us are active and circumspect, 
and seeking not only to unfold their 
own riches, but to attract to their own 
territory the commerce of the western 
states. There is a necessity of exer- 
tion, if we are to keep our relative po- 
sition in the confederacy, or to be lifted 
to the high station within our reach. 
Our-state is the centre of the United 
States, and distinguished beyond all 
others for its mineral wealth. It has 
-the tide of the Delaware on the east, the 
waters of the Ohio and of the lakes on 
the west, arid is blessed with benignant 
skies and a prolific soil. 
Under the in- 


fluence of a wise legislation, mental and 
physical improvement -will advance 
hand in hand. 
The riches of the soil, 


and of the mines, and of the mind, will 
be fully explored and developed, and 
Pennsylvania will be the fairest portion 
of our happy country. 


' THE BILL. 


The bill reported from ,the commit- 


tee on,inland navigation and internal 
'improvement, by Mr. Lehman, author- 
ises the commissioners, within the pres- 
ent .year, to contract for the extension 
of the canals on the North and West 
Branches of the Susquehanna, on the 
Juniata, and also on the Delaware. 
Prodded, that if any further contracts 
areliiade, a portion of each section, not 
exceeding twenty miles, shall be put 
under contract within the present year. 


The 2d section authorises the com- 


missioners to construct a suitable navi- 
gation either by canals, or dams, locks 
and ponds, from a point at or near the 
' mouth of Beaver to Newcastle, and 
from the mouth of French creek to the 
feeder, and it shall be the duty of the 
commissioners to contract for the 
whole, or apart upon each route within 
the present year. 


The 3d section authorises a naviga- 


tion by dams, locks, and ponds, upon 
the Monongahela, from the mouth of 
the Youghiogheny to the Virginia 
state line, and it shall be the duty to 
commence active operations at a suita- 
ble point within the present year. 


The 4th section provides That the 


Pennsylvania rail road shall be extend- 
ed from Columbia to the town of York, 
and if practicable it shall be the duty of 
the canal commissioners to put the 
whole or a part under contract within 
the present year. 


The Sth section provides, That a rail 


road shall be constructed from the west 
end of the Harrisburg bridge, through 
Carlisle to Chambersburg, and it shall 
be the duty of the canal commissioners 
if practicable to put a part under con- 
tract within the present year. 


The 6th section provides, That the 


canal commissioners are authorised, to 
put under contract, if practicable, with- 
in the present year, the whole or a part 
of the canal, which is not contracted 
for between -Middlelown and Columbia. 


The 7th section provides, That the 


canal commissioners are authorised, if 
they find il practicable within the pres- 
ent year to commence active operations 
with a view to slack water navigation 
between the mouth of the Kiskcmine- 
tas and Killaningon the Allegheny riv- 
er. 


The Sth section provides for a plan 


and estimates of a communication be- 
tween the Pennsylvania canal and the 
river atDerrslown,on the West Branch, 
and at Harrisburg, on the Susquehanna. 


The 9th section provides. Thai noth- 


ing- shall be construed lo repeal or in- 
terfere -with the provisions of the rxis- 
ing- laws in relation to the rail road a- 
cross the Allegheny mountain, and al- 
so in relation to the rail road from the 
city of Philadelphia to Columbia. 


The sum of three millions, two hun- 


dred thousand dollars, is appropriated 
to carry into ciTeclihe provisions of the 
act.

THE INAUGURATION. 


JOHN C. CAUIOUN, Vice President e- 


lect of the United States, took the chair 
of the Senate at 11 o'clock, and the 
Senate was called to order. 


The oath to support the Constitution 


of the United States was administered 
to the VICK PIUISIDENT, by Mit. SMITH 
of Maryland.

The oath to support the Constitution 


of the United States, was then admin- 
istered to the following new Senators, 
by the Vice President: viz. 


Messrs. 
JJKA.NOU, CJLAYTO.V, BIBB, 


HAYNK, KING, KNIGHT, McLfiAN of O- 
hio, TAZKWELL, WinTKjSiLSBEK, BELL,

STONjand they took their seats. 


On motion of Mr. SMITH, of Mary- 


land, it was ordered that, when the 'Sen- 
ate adjourn, they will adjourn to meet 
to-morrow, at 12 o'clock. 
• At half past 11 o'clock, ANDIIKW 
JACKSON, the President elect, entered 
the Senate Chamber, attended by the 
Marshal of the District, and the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, and took his 
seat immediately in front of thewSecre- 
tary's desk. 


The CHIEF JUSTICE of the U. States 


and ASSOCIATE JUDGES, entered soon 
al'ler, and occupied the seals assigned 
for them on the right of the President's 
Chair. 


The FOREIGN MINISTERS and their 


suites, in their splendid official cos- 
tumes, occupied seats on the left of the 
Chair. 


A large number of Ladies were pre- 


sent, and occupied the seats in the rear 
of the Senators, and the lobby under the 
Eastern gallery. The Western gallery 
was reserved for members of the House 
of Representatives. 


At twelve o'clock the Senate ad- 


journed, and a procession was formed 
to the Eastern portico of the Capitol, 
where, in the presence of an inrmense 
concourse of spectators, filling the por- 
tico, the steps, and the enclosure, the 
President of the United Slates delivered 
his Inaugural Address, and, having 
concluded it, the oath to support the 
Constitution was administered to him 
by Chief Justice MARSHALL, 


Salutes were fired by two companies 


of artillery, stationed in the vicinity of 
the Capitol, which were repeated at the 
forts, and by detachments of artillery 
on the plains. 
When the President re- 


tired, the procession was re-formed, 
and he was conducted to the Presiden- 
tial Mansion. 


He here received the salutations of a 


vast number of persons, who came to 
congratulate him upon his induction to 
the Presidency. 


The day was serene and mild, and-; 


every way favorable to the wishes of 
those who had come from, a distance to 
witness the ceremony of the Inaugura- 
tion. .The number of persons present 
ai the Capitol, within, around, and in 
front of it, have been variously estima- 
ted. We suppose that it did not fall 
short of ten thousand.

INAUGURAL. ADDRESS, 


DEHVEKElJ B3T 


Gen. ANDREW JACKSON, 


On being siuorn into office, as President of 


the U. Stales, March 4, 1829. 


FELLOW-CIYIZK.N-S :—About to under- 


take the arduous duties that I have 
been appointed to perform, by the 
choice of a free people, I avail myself 
of this customary and solemn occasion, 
to express the gratitude which their 
confidence inspires,and to acknowledge 
the accountability -which my situation 
enjoins. 
While the magnitude of their 


interests convinces me that no thanks 
can be adequate to the honor they have 
conferred, it admonishes me thai the 
best return I can make, is the zealous 
dedication of my humble abilities to 
their service and their good. 


As the instrument of the Federal 


Conslituuon, it will devolve upon me, 
for a slated period, to execute the laws 
of the United Stales ; to superintend 
their foreign and their confederate re- 
lations ; to manage their re\emic;to 
command iheir forces; and, by com- 
munications to the Legislature, lo w aich 
over and to promote iheir interests ge- 
nerally. 
And the principles of action, 


by which I snail endeavor to accom- 
plish this circle of duties, it is now pro- 
per forme briefly to explain. 


In administering the laws of Con- 


gress, I shall keep steadily in view the 
limitations as well as the exienl of Ihc 
Executive power, trusting thereby to 
discharge the functions of my office, 
without transcending its authority,— 
With foreign nations il will be my stu- 
dy to preserve peace, and to cultivate 
friendship on fair and honorable terms : 
and, in the adjustment of any difference 
thai may exist or arise, to exhibit the 
forbearance becoming a powerful na- 
tion, rather than the sensibility belong- 
ing lo a gallant people. 


In such measures as I may be called 


on to pursue,in regard to the rights of 
the separate States,! hope to be aninia- 


j ted bv A proprr respect for 'hose so\e- 


reign member's of our Union; taking j 
care not to confound the powers they j 
have reserved to themselves, with those 
they have granted to the confederacy. 


The management of the public reve- 


mie—that searching operation in ull 
governments 
is among 
the most 


delicate and important trusts in ours ; 
and it will, of course, demand no incon- 
siderable share of my ofiicial solicitude. 
Under every aspect in which it can be 
considered,it would appear that advan- 
tage must result from the observance 
of a strict and faithful economy. This 
I shall aim at the more anxiously, both 
because it will facilitate the extinguish- j 
rnent of the national debt—the unne- 
cessary duration of which is incompat- j 
ible with real independence—and be- 
cause it will counteract that tendency 
to public and private profligacy, which 
a profuse expenditure of money by the 
government, is but too apt to engen- 
der. 
Powerful auxiliaries to the at- 


tainment of this desirable end, are to be 
found in the regulations provided by 
the wisdom of Congress,for the specific 
appropriation of public money, and the 
prompt accountability of public officers. 


With regard to a proper selection 


of subjects oi impost, with a view to 
revenue, it would seem to me thai the 
spirit of equity, caution, and compro- 
mise, in which the Constitution was 
formed, requires that the great interests 
of agriculture, commerce, and manu- 
factures, should be equally favored; 
and that, perhaps, the only exception to 
this rule, should consist in the peculiar 
encouragement of any products of ei- 
ther of them that may be found essen- 
tial to our iiational independence. 


Internal improvement, and the diffu- 


sion of knowledge, so far as they can 
be promoted, by the constitutional acts 
of the Federal Government, are of high 
importance. 


Considering standing- armies as dan- 


gerous to free governments, in tune of 
peace, I shall not seek to enlarge our 
present establishment, nor disregard 
that salutary lesson of political experi- 
ence which teaches that the military 
should be held subordinate to the civil 
power. The gradual increase of our 
navy, whose flag- has displayed, in dis- 
tant climes; our skill in navigation and 
our fame in arms : the preservation of 
our forts, arsenals, and dock-yards ; and 
the introduction of progressive im- 
provements in the discipline and sci- 
ence of both branches of our military- 
service, are so plainly prescribed by 
prudence, thai I should be excused for 
omitting their mention, sooner than en- 
larging on their importance. 
But the 


bulwark of our defence is the na- 
tional militia, which, in the present 
state of our intelligence and population, 
must render us invincible. As long as 
our government is administered for the 
gooi of the people, and is regulated by 
their will; as long as it secures to us 
the rights of person and of property 
liberty of conscience, and of the press, 
il will bo worth defending : and so long 
as it is worth defending, u patriotic mi- 
litia will cover it with an impenetrable 
fegis. 
Partial injuries and occasional 


mortifications we may be subjected to. 
but a million of armed freemen posses- 
sed of the means of war, can never be 
conquered by a foreign foe. 
To any 


just system, therefore, calculated lo 
strengthen this natural safeguard of the 
country, I shall cheerfully lend all the 
aid in my power. 


It will be my sincere and constant 


desire, to observe towards the Indian 
tribes within our limits, a just and lib- 
eral policy; und to give that humane 
and considerate attention to their rights 
and their wants, which are consistent 
with ihe habits of our government and 
the feelings of our people. 


The recent demonstration of public 


sentiment inscribes, on the list of Elc- 
cutive duties, in characters too legible 
to be o-verlooked. the lask of Reform ; 
which will require, particularly, the 
correction of those abuses thai have 
brought the patronage of the Federal 
Goi eminent into conflict with the free- 
dom of elections, and ihe counteraction 
of those causes which have disturbed 
the rightful course of appointment, and 
have placed.or roniinued power in, un- 
faithful or incompetent hands. 


In ihf performance of a task thus 


generally delineated, I shall endeavor 
to select men whose diligence and tal- 


al infancy, and has bince upheld our 
liberties in various vicissitudes, en- 
courages me to oiler up my ardent sup- 
plications thui he will continue to make 
our beloved country, the object of his 
divine care and gracious benediction.

ches of the legislature; and goes farther 
in her feudal notions than any state in 
the Union ; giving the right of voting 
to the eldest sons of all freeholders, 
though they may be the most worthless 
vagabonds, while the most respectable 
sons of men who cannot give them this 
hereditary distinction, are excluded 
from all participation in the govern- 
ment.

In Rouen, subscriptions for 
that purpose amounted to two thou- 
sand four hundred and fifty four Francs.
